On hearing of the sad news of Cardinal Gibbons’ death, 
the Holy Father expressed the following sentiments: “The 
death of our dearest Brother, the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Baltimore, is a great grief not only for his diocese and his 
country, but also for the whole Church. Cardinal Gibbons 
was the living testimony of the magnificent development 
and the powerful organization which the Catholic Church 
has attained in his country, and for this reason he, more 
than anybody else, could show to the peaple the marvelous 
fruits that the Church can produce for the good of man- 
kind even in our times, and notwithstanding numberless 
difficulties.” 

ndorsing the Archbishop of Canterbury’s recent pro- 
tet in the House of Lords against reprisals in Ireland, 
nine Bishops and heads of the principal Non-Conformist 
churches in Great Britain have sent a letter to the Premier 
and Irish Secretary pleading for peace in Ireland.

surrounding it. The statue will be restored to its old place 
on July 16, anniversary of the victorious entrance of the 
Maid of Orleans on July 16, 1492, when she came to have 
Charles VII consecrated King of France. Great festivities 
are being planned for the occasion, and a solemn Mass will 
be sung on the square in front of the Cathedral. 
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London dispatches announce preparations for the as- 
sembling of tne Zionist World Congress towards the end 
of the coming summer. No doubt the interests of the 
Church in the Holy Land, if in any way involved, will be 
conserved by a commission from the Vatican for that 
purpose. 

Fifty thousand barrels of cement for the building of the 
National Shrine of the Immaculate Conception are expect- 
ed to be contributed by devout patrons of Mary during the 
present year, according to an estimate made by the Rev.

Another event which took the Editor of Tue Lamp to 
New York was the Lecture delivered on Tuesday evening, 
April 26, by Dr. Joseph Frederick Kinsman, late Anglican 
Bishop of Delaware, before the Converts’ League in the 
Drawing Room of the Hotel Plaza, 59th Street and Fifth 
Avenue. The spacious Drawing Room and the boxes were 
crowded with a brilliant assemblage of New York people 
to greet Dr. Kinsman on his first appearance in public since 
his reception into the Catholic Church over a year ago, 
and upon the stage was a large gathering of preminent 
New York clergy. 

The subject Dr. Kinsman chose for his lecture was Saint 
Augustine, the Fifth Century Convert to Catholicism. 
His Lecture was a masterly presentation of a fascinating 
theme and was listened to with wrapped attention by every- 
one present. 

Mr. Stuart P. West, President of the Converts’ League, 
introduced Dr. Kinsman to the audience and Father 
O'Keeffe, C. S. P., Chaplain of the League, at the conclu- 
sion of the lecture described Dr. Kinsman as “an Apostolic 
man,” whereupon the latter rose and modestly protested, 
saying he was nothing of the kind. An informal reception 
was given to the distinguished convert after the Lecture. 

Our reason for incorporating the foregoing item in Gray- 
moor Annals is the association which Dr. Kinsman will 
always have with the Society of the Atonement inasmuch as 
Graymoor belonged originally to his jurisdiction as Bishop 
of Delaware, and the sound advice which he gave to the 
Father Minister in this connection led to our taking the for- 
mal step that brought the Society of the Atonement into the 
Fold of Peter on Oct. 30, 1909. Dr. Kinsman’s own 
submission to the Apostolic See occurred ten years later.

In this ONE Worp is summed up this month the Editor's 
Message to the Readers of THe Lamp. The Supreme Task 
of the Hour for Our Lamp Army is to put through success- 
fully the Ninety Day Drive by means of which the Cam- 
paign to Raise a Million Dimes by the end of June will be 
crowned with complete achievement. Although the Drive 
was scheduled to begin on April Ist, it really did not get 
started until about the 15th. From that time until the 
moment of writing, it has made splendid progress; there 
can be no question to the contrary, for the daily average 
of receipts (not counting Sunday) has been over Six 
Hundred Dollars. With this magnificent beginning it only 
needs a little more impetus to be given to the Drive in order 
to have the Campaign go over the top on July Ist with fly- 
ing colors. But in order that so tremendous an achieve- 
ment may be accomplished, namely, the bringing into the 
Million Dimes Treasury of Ten Thousand Dimes ($1,000) 
daily for a period of sixty days, it is absolutely essential 
to mobilize fully Thirty-Three Percent of our Lamp Sub- 
scribers, calling them to the firing line. Our records show 
that in round numbers $12,000 was contributed during 
the month of April, while the number of letters received 
from individual Contributors was approximately ten thou- 
sand. This means an average of a little more than one dol- 
lar for every contributor. At the time of writing $55,000 
is still needed, and consequently fifty thousand Lamp Sub- 
scribers will have to be mobilized in order to reach the goal, 
or, in other words, five times as many as have already con- 
tributed since the Ninety Day Drive began.

Holy Scripture tells us that not even a sparrow falls to 
the ground without God caring for it, and the manner in 
which the Divine Providence cared for two small fledglings 
long ago was as I| shall now tell you. 

There was a Saint once, a very great Saint indeed, tho 
if you-had met him trudging along the dusty roads in his 
gray habit, girded with a white cord, bare headed, and 
with bare, sandalled feet, you would hardly: have taken 
him for a Saint at first.

y is the life of a Missionary considered hard? 
Cause of the many privations, hardships and difficulties 


of dealing with the natives. 
What are some of the privations and hardships? 

Isolation, separation from one’s relatives, friends and coun- 
try; abandonment of many of the manners and customs of 
one’s native land; trying climate, strange and often repug- 
nant food, new and difficult languages. 

What do you mean by difficulties in dealing with the native: ? 

The Missionary is laboring among pagans whose mentality 
and moral make-up are totally different from his own. They 
do not comprehend what it is to work purely for love of 
God. Hence, like Christ Himself the Missionary and his mot- 
ives are often misunderstood; he may even be suspected of 
exploiting those whom he aims to help, of looking after his 
own interests, and thus he is sometimes held in contempt. 
Nor must he look for gratitude, for it is often lacking. Christ 
did not always receive it, and the servant is not greater than 
the Master. In the beginning, all this is discouraging. One 
old Missionary actually cried when relating his own exper- 
iences in the early days of his career. 

Do Missionaries ever b t d to these privations? 

Yes, with God’s help. This is one of the special graces of 
their vocation. 

Are Missionaries really happy? 

Yes. Among them are to be found some of the happiest 
men and women in the world. Every true Missionary can 
say with St. Paul, “I exceedingly abound with joy in all our 
tribulations.” (2 Cor. xii. 4) 

How can this be possible? 

Because Our Lord promised that he who leaves all and fol- 
lows Him shall receive a hundredfold. He rewards the Mis- 
sionaries with an abundance of the spirit of joy, the second 
of the fruits of the Holy Ghost, and with many consolations. 
What are some of the consolations? 

First of all, the Missionary is continually in direct touch 
with the supernatural. He often sees the effect of baptism 
immediately and in a tangible way. The baptism of adult 
converts and of thousands of children in danger of death 
makes all his sacrifices worth while. 

Do Missionaries baptize many heathens at one time? 

Yes, sometimes as many as a hundred. 

Do they all persevere in the Faith? 

Most of them do. Very few of them ever go back to pagan- 

ism.

Very Reverend and Dear Father: 

In spite of so much that has been said and written with 
regard to the necessity of establishing as many as possible 
native Seminaries in the Mission field, to provide Mis- 
sionaries for the languishing Missions, it will never be 
adequately realized what a great loss this lack of sufficient 
numbers of missionaries is to the Missions, and how much 
it hampers their progress. Had I fifty more Missionaries 
at my disposal, it would mean the opening of many mis 
sionary stations with schools in the City and consequently 
hundreds of conversions every year, since my first school 
gave from tts first year of existence over fifty conversions. 
Yet three quarters of our Professors were lay teachers, 
and one cannot, from the missionary point of view, ex- 
pect from them the same result that Missionary priests 
could obtain. Besides, the lay teachers being salaried and 
having to support their families are a very heavy burden 
to the Missions. 

Do not wonder, therefore, that I come again to talk 
about the Seminary... With the assistance of God and 
thanks to the charity of the members of the U. N. B. L., 
a great many things have been accomplished in the course 
of a year, such as the building of schools, seminary, the 
founding of a religious order of Missionary Sisters, the 
buying of a convent, of a Bishop’s house and other things; 
but what will be the use of all these and what spiritual 
profit will the Church get from them éf I do not secure the 
necessary laborers?. This is the purpose of the Seminary, 
it is true, and I rejoice in calling it the U. N. B. L. Semin- 
ary. But should I not be called a foolish man if, having 
bought a cow, I expected to get milk out of it without 
feeding it?. In order to be able to say that I have a Semin- 
ary, I should be able to say that I have an adequate num- 
ber of burses, which, as you know, I have not. I started 
with fifteen boys, although one hundred would not be too 
many for such a vast field as the one confided to me. But 
what shall I do when I have to provide everything for 
them, having particularly no fixed income, except for five 
of them? Where and how to find the two hundred dol- 
lars per year each? -Here is the fundamental question on 
which mainly depends the future of this unique work for 
the conversion of the Greeks. 

I was just reading Tue Frecp Arar and I stopped at the 
page of Maryknoll burses. I counted fifty completed 
burses ($5,000) and as many others approaching comple- 
tion. I sincerely rejoiced at this great result, which means 
hundreds of Missionaries to the Church, and I wish they 
were one thousand complete burses. 

Then came to my mind the fact of the Canaanitish 


woman in the Gospel. She asked our Lord to cure her 
daughter; but he answered and said: “It is not meet to 
take the children’s bread and cast it to dogs.’ And she 
said: “Truth Lord, yet the dogs cat of the crumbs which 
fall froi their master’s table.” I certainly cannot expect 
to have $5,000.00 burses for my Seminary, not even 
$3,000.00 which would be sufficient for a burse in this 
country. But could not I ask for my Seminarians the 
crumbs which nobody would refuse to a dog? Is there 
any Catholic family in the United States, be it the poorest 
of all, which would refuse an alits to a future Missionary, 
if asked once a year? Is there any Catholic family which 
would not deem it a favor and a blessing of God to feed 
once a year a man on his way to bring souls to God? 

This thought suggested to ime the idea of appealing again 


to you, my dear Father, and through you to the Readers of 
Tue Lamp making the following suggestion. 

Because of the high rate of the dollar as compared with 
the Turkish money, about fifty cents are sufficient to cover 


one days expenses for cach Seminarian. If you could get 
even a small portion of the Readers of THe Lampe to spare 
that crumb of 50 cents once a year to feedxa Seminarian 
for a fixed day in the year, I thik the Laborers for this 
portion of the vineyard of our Lord will be secured for 
many years to come.

It would have been better if the Knights of Columbus 
had not come at all to Constantinople rather than to come, 
make a show, and then give up, as they did, leaving the 
camp free to the Y. M. C. A. The latter is dreadfully 
aggressive, having American millions at its disposal for 
propaganda. What can the poor Catholic Missionaries 
do against it when they have scarcely the bare necessities 
for living? The giving up of the K. of C. is not only 
humiliating but also very detrimental to the Catholic inter- 
ests in the East. Let us hope that they will reconsider the 
matter. 


We have new victims of the Bolshevic horrors. The 
first refugees from Georgia, invaded by the Bolshevik, 
are just arriving at Constantinople. The Rt. Rev. Bishop

from Tiflis together with the other diplomats, and he is 
now in Constantinople. 


The Orthodox civil authorities of Sofia in Bulgaria, 
presented the Catholic Bishop with a large piece of ground 
on which to build a Catholic Church.

TALACRE ABBEY 

Foreworp By Dom H. Leonarp Sarcent O. S. B., 
PortsMOUTH Priory, R. I.: 

The article published below is taken from a small book 
bearing the above title published by Longsman Green & Co. 
(London and New York) and written by A. H. Bennett, 
author of “Through an Anglican Sisterhood to Rome” 
with a preface by the Right Reverend the Lady Abbess of 
Talacre. It sketches in part only the history and achieve 
ments of the sometime Anglican nuns of Malling Abbey. 
I recall out of the memories of a tour of the Church of 
England Religious Houses in 1908—a series of visits made 
before the great problem in the life of a convert was deter- 
mined—one such memory that remains with ineffacable: 
distinctness as I look back over those twelve years that, 
have intervened. Sheltered and secluded in the once Cath- 
olic Abbey of.Malling, then unhappily fallen into Protestant 
ownership, a group of gentle and devout women were try- 
ing to live the ancient Benedictine life. Unreal and in- 
complete, as an undertaking outside the Catholic Church, 
and apart from her authority, otherwise the most real and 
most attractive house of Religion of Protestant England’ 
was this same at Malling. The spirit of fourteen hundred 
years seemed to be there; certainly Benedictine observance 
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and Benedictine peace were plainly evident. 

Then came, after the removal to South Wales, the con- 
version of the Community. The reward thus far has been 
great interior joy and an abiding peace of soul, along with 
the suffering that accompanies anxiety for the concerns, 
of others and uncertainty with regard to the future. I} 
hope it will appear in good taste for me to say that my old 
friend, the Lady Abbess of Talacre, is a woman of excep- 
tional qualities and rare gifts of mind. She governs her 
Community with a balanced judgment and an exquisite 
sympathy that are native and all with a knowledge gained 
through wide experiences in secular life. But ill-health 
and years are upon her, and she deserves, and deserves at 
once, the financial help she is compelled to ask for. Per- 
haps the mention of two or three Americans, nuns of 
Talacre, will make the appeal more intimate. For myself 
standing before our American Catholics almost as much a 
Mendicant friar as I am a monk of St. Benedict, I’ can of- 
fer, herewith to the Lady Abbess, a fellow-feeling which 
I fain would convert into a cheque. 

“How great are Thy works, Oh God! Thou hast made 
all things in wisdom. These words came to me as I sat 
on the wide terrace at Talacre, looking across the tree- 
tops (the ground slopes steeply from the house) to the 
wide meadows in the middle distance, the yellow sand 
dunes, the white ‘fringe of the breaking surf beyond them 
and then the great Atlantic intensely blue in the clear 
sunshine. The quietude was not broken, but only filled 
with praise by the distant sound of the Nuns chanting 
Vespers, and | thought of the Psalmist’s words in con- 
nection with the strange history of this Community of 
Benedictine Nuns. 

In 1868, over fifty years ago, it had been founded in the 
Church of England, in order that chosen souls might live as 
enclosed nuns, keeping the Benedictine Rule making the 
recitation of the Divine Office their chief work. 

The tremendous venture of faith was accepted by 
Almighty God, as all such ventures are, and the Nuns 
were led into the shelter of the Catholic Church. But that 
is only seen now. At first, the path was beset with dif- 
ficulties, and when the health of the Foundress, Mother 
Hilda Stuart, failed it seemed as if the Community would 
have to be dispersed, as there was no one to take her 
place. It was at this time of difficulty that the Abbess re- 
ceived a letter from Sister Mary Pauline of All Saint’s 
Sisterhood asking if she might stay for a short time at Mal- 
ling, where the Benedictines were established. This Sis- 
ter was known by the Abbess to be the Superior of one 
of the “branch houses” of All Saints’ Sisterhood, a wo- 
man of wide experience and marked administrative abil- 
ities. “Was she desirious of leaving the active for the 
contemplative life? _Was that the reason of the letter? 
Was she also perchance to be the future Abbess, and was 
this the answer to the prayers of the Community ?” These 
thoughts came surging into the Abbess’ mind as she read 
the letter though no mention of her hopes was in the stiff 
little note of welcome she sent in reply. 

That was the beginning, and in this brief account we 
must go on at once to the accomplished fact:- 

The installation, in 1907, of Sisetr Mary Pauline as 
Abbess of the Anglican Benedictines—A wonderful day, 
that, and another step on the road along which God was 
leading the Community. When the simple and dignified 
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service was over, and the staff and keys were handed to 
Abbess Scholastica Ewart, the great work of her life 
began.. Under her, the Community expanded rapidly, 
until it had quite outgrown its quarters in the ancient 
Kentish Abbey., No dowry was asked; if the aspirants 
had a vocation to the life she was welcomed, and this, 
though it filled the stalls in the chapel, emptied the modest 
money coffers of the convent and the Abbess began to 
realize that outside the Catholic Church the ideal of the 
Benedictine life could not be fulfilled. In the midst of 
her prayers and her work, the call to the Church became 
more and more insistent, and with it the realization that, 
poor as they were, if they entered the Catholic Church 
they would become yet poorer, as they could be deprived 
of their property by the Anglican Trustees. 

It was again a call to her to “leave all,” and this time 
there was not only herself to consider in the sacrifice, but 
her Community. It was a tremendous responsibility— 
and with this before her, she could not enlarge the Abbey 
at Malling; it would be better, she decided to rent a large 
house. 

The next fact to be recorded was the move to Milford 
Haven, where the Nuns remained during the difficult days 
of uncertainty before the final ‘step was taken and the 
Community was received in 1913 into the Catholic Church. 

By this step, as the Abbess had foreseen, Malling Abbey 
was lost to them; St. Bride’$ at Milford Haven was prov- 
ing unsuitable for an enclosed Community, and a per- 
manent Monastery had to be obtained. 

Hampered by the war, by her own ill health, and by the 
lack of capital, the Abbess, with heroic faith and her usual 
indomitable courage, continued the search in spite of con- 
stant tailure. Then, last Autumn St. Bride’s was sold, and 
the Nuns were required to vacate it within a few months. 
At the same time, however, Talacre in North Wales, the 
property of the Mostyn family since 1450, was put up for 
sale. It had always been Catholic and was the home of 
the Bishop of Menevia who had received the Nuns into the 
Church, and had been appointed their immediate Super- 
ior for a number of years by the Holy See. With the aid 
of his influence, it was possible for the Lady Abbess to 
buy the house and part of the grounds for what, consider- 
ing its real value, was a small sum, but in order to do this 
she had to borrow the money. The interest is a heavy 
drain on the resources of the Community, though they 
work hard at gardening, painting, embroidery, etc., to 
earn what they can. Their number is steadily increasing. 

And the Church in which the nuns may carry out their 
lifework with becoming solemnity has yet to be built. 

I thought of all this as I sat on the terrace and listened 
to the chanting of the nuns. I thought of the anxiety of 
the Abbess, unable for lack of funds to complete her life’s 
work. So much she and her nuns have accomplished but 
what remains the building of the church and the paying 
off of the debt—is surely the privilege of the friends ‘of 
the Community. 

Now as in the Middle Ages, there must be devout Cath- 
olics—in America if not here—(for the Church is univer- 
sal), who will come forward as benefactors, to pay a sub- 
stantial sum or promise a yearly donation to meet the 
temporary needs of the nuns and gain for themselves the 
daily remembrance for ever in the prayers of the Com- 

unity. Who will be the first to help? 
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THE LIFE OF A LAY BROTHER 

Old Brother Lucius, porter and sacristan at St. Law- 
rence’s, had just made his rounds of locking doors and 
windows, and was about to seek his night’s rest, when the 
portal bell rang violently. As he opened the door, a gust 
of wind blew in the sleet and snow, and a warm-clad fig- 
ure announced a sick-call. Brother Lucius ushered the 
stranger into the parlor, and went for Father Tom. . “It’s 
sorry I be for good Father Tom. ‘Tis a cold night and 
stormy. But Father Tom won’t mind.” 

It was Brother Lucius who let Father Tom in next morn- 
ing at 4:45. “And you were out all night, Father?” “Yes, 
Brother; it was a call way into the country.” “You must 
have almost frozen, Father, while 1 was home here bedded 
warm.” And Brother started about his early morning 
tasks thanking the Lord for his call to be a humble lay- 
brother. ‘Faith, and it’s a hundred ways the Fathers have 
it harder than me. Of course, I’d like to be able to tell 
one ‘I absolve thee,’ and it’s only too happy I’d be to be 
taking-our Lord out of his tabernacle to nourish the souls 
of the faithful, but the good Lord calls me to serve Him 
as a lay-brother, and it’s satisfied I am. I’ve got my daily 


tasks to perform, but I would have harder work in thew 


world than I have here.” 

This humble old lay-brother was wise. . He passed away 
long ago, and the ranks of his followers, among lay- 
brothers are dwindling. The life of a lay-brother is indeed 
a quiet, retired life. 

A religious is bound by his very calling to at least strive 
to be perfect. It is not required that he come into religion 
a perfect soul, and many die, who seemingly have not made 
much advance. But their perfection lay in their will to 
strive for perfection. It is in this earnest striving for holi- 
ness that the perfection. of a religious consists, and of all, 
religious, the lay-religious have the best chance to do this. 

The three vows, common to all religious, of Poverty, 


Chastity, Obedience, build up a strong bulwark against | 


the three arch-enemies of man in this life—concupiscense 
of the eyes, concupiscence of the flesh, and pride of life. 
The care for matters temporal is removed from the lay- 
brother’s shoulders. He must simply make known his 
wants to his superior, and they will be attended to. 
life is spent in the daily tasks alloted to his charge, and 
it is in the faithful discharge of these for the love of God 
that his perfection lies. The work given to a lay-brother 
is not connected with deep thinking or with perplexing de- + 
liberation. 
abilities and talents. And taking his life all in all, it is 
indeed a quiet life, removed from the world with its snares 
and pitfalls.

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ENCYCLICAL OF THE HOLY FATHER ON THE 
SEVENTH CENTENARY OF THE THIRD 
ORDER OF ST. FRANCIS 


Epitor’s Foreword: From month to month we have 
been publishing letters from illustrious members expressing 
their approval of the National Convention of Tertiaries 

d the high esteem in which they hold the Third Order 
of St. Francis; and we called attention to the fact that the 
Holy Father had éssued an encyclical on the Third Order. 
We are now glad to be able to give the full text of the 
ncyclical of Pope Benedict XV: 

“Venerable Brothers, Greeting and Apostolic Benedic- 
tion : 

“Truly opportune We deem the approaching celebration 
of the seventh centenary of the institution of the Third 
Order of Penance; and to recommend it with all the 
trength of Our authority. We are induced to do this not 
ly by the certainty that it will result in a great advantage 
lor the Christian people, but also by the grateful remem- 
brance of something that personally concerns Us, In fact 
hen in 1882, amidst the affectionate applause of the good, 
birth of the great Saint of Assisi was solemnized, We 
ished to enter his family, and in the famous Basilica of 
ta Maria in Ara Coeli, We put on the habit of a Fran- 
tiscan Tertiary. Now, that, by Divine disposition, We 
ave been raised to this Chair of Peter, with all Our heart, 
yen by reason of Our devotion toward St. Francis, We

“Now, the great and imperishable merits of St. Francis 
owards Christianity—for which he was justly called a sup- 
port given by God to the Church in one of the most troubled 
periods—found their crowning in the Third Order, which

verywhere the glory of Jesus Christ. In fact, consider- 

g the evils which then afflicted the Church, he was moved 

an immense desire to renovate all according to Chris- 
principle; and to this end he founded a double Order, 
me of the brothers and another sisters who, professing 
olemn vows, were to follow the humility of the Cross; 
it being unable to receive all those who from everywhere

flocked to put themselves under his discipline, he supplied 
a means to reach perfection even to those living in the 
world, and instituted a true Order, that of Tertiaries, not 
bound by religious vows as the preceding ones, but equal- 
ly inspired by simplicity of customs and spirit of penance. 

“THe was thus the first who conceived and happily ef- 
fected, with the divine help, what no other founder of 
Regulars had till then devised, namely, to render common 
to all the tenor of religious life; on this point We will re- 
call the beautiful words of Thomas of Celano: “Artificer 
truly excellent, under whose religious formation, with a 
praise worth exalting, the Church of Christ renovates her- 
self in both sexes and a threefold concourse of people who 
want to be saved, triumph.” 

“From the testimony of so authoritative a man, contem- 
porary of the Saint, it is easy to understand how deeply 
St. Francis, with this institution stirred the multitudes and 
what salutary renovation it worked among them. There- 
fore, as it is impossible to doubt that St. Francis was the 
true founder of the Third Order, as he had been the 
founder of the First and the Second, so without any doubt, 
he was its most wise legislator. In this matter he was 
greatly assisted, as it is known, by Cardinal Ugolino, the 
same who afterwards, under the name of Gregory IX, 
illuminated this Apostolic See, and who after the death 
of the Patriarch of Assisi, whose intimate friend he 
remained while he lived, erected on his tomb such a beau- 
tiful and magnificent temple. And nobody forgets that 
the Rule of the Tertiaries has been solemnly sanctioned 
and approved by Our Predecessor Nicholas IV. 

“But we need not enlarge on this matter, because Our 
chief purpose is to demonstrate the character and the inner 
spirit of the Third Order from which, as in St. Francis’ 
time, in this period so antagonistic to virtue and Faith, 
the Church expects great benefits for the Christian people. 
That excellent judge of present times, Leo XIII, to render 
the discipline of Tertiaries more accessible to every rank 
of persons, very wisely, by the Constitution “Misericors 
Dei Filius” of the year 1883, tempered their rule, ‘accord- 
ing to the present conditions of society’, changing some 
matters of lesser importance, that did not seem suitable 
to our customs; ‘with this, however,’ he adds ‘it must not 
be thought that anything essential has been taken from tlie 
Order, as We want its nature to be kept entire and un- 
changed.’ 

“Thus every alteration was only extrinsic, and did not 
touch at all the substance of the same, which continues to 
be such as the Holy Founder wanted it to be. And We 
are of opinion that the Spirit of the Third Order, entirely 
pervaded with evangelical wisdom, will greatly contribute 
to the amelioration of public and private customs, pro- 
vided it flourishes anew as when St. Francis by word and 
example preached everywhere the Kingdom of God. In 


‘ 
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fact, first of all, he wants brotherly love to shine particular- 
ly in his Tertiaries as a producer of harmony and peace. 
Well understanding that this is the chief commandment 
of Our Lord and as the summary of the whole Christian 
life, he directed all his care to imbuing with it his fol- 
lowers; and he thus succeeded in rendering the Third 
Order most useful to human society; because the seraphic 
ardor of charity which inflamed St. Francis could not 
remain shut in his heart and necessarily burst forth to com- 
municate itself to as many as it could. 

“Therefore, having begun by reforming the private and 
domestic life of his brethren, directing them to the acquisi- 
tion of virtue, as if it were their sole aim, he thought 
that he ought not to stop here, but use this individual 
reform as an instrument to bring within society a breath 
of Christian life, thus gaining every one to Christ. And 
the thought which inspired Francis to make of his Ter- 
tiaries so many heralds and apostles of peace in the violent 
strifes and civil troubles of his times, was also Our 
thought, when almost the whole world blazed in the hor- 
rible war, and is now, when the immense fire is not yet 
extinguished, but still smokes and here and there bursts 
forth in flames. And added to this is the internal troubles 
which excite the nations—owing to the long forgetfulness 
and the contempt of Christian principles—and causes the 
various social classes to fight for the possession of earthly 
goods with stich a fierceness as to make one dread a univer- 
sal catastrophe. 

“Therefore, in this immense field, in which, as the re- 
presentative of the King of Peace, We have lavished our 
most tender cares, We expect from all the children of the 
peace of Christ the assistance of their activity, but specially 
from Tertiarics, who will admirably help in this reconcilia- 
tion of spirits, if, besides growing in numbers, they will 
intensify their enterprising seal. It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that there be no town, no village, no borough, with- 
out a good number of brethren, who, however, must not 
be inert, and contenicd with the bare name of Tertiaries, 
but active and zealous for their salvation and that of their 
neighbor. And why could not the various Catholic as- 
sociations of young men, women and workingmen, flourish- 
ing almost everywhere, enroll themselves in the Third 
Order of Penance, to go on working for the glory of God 
and the advantage of the Church, with that spirit of charity 
and peace which animated St. Francis? Because the peace 
so anxiously invoked by peoples, is not the peace labor- 
fously elaborated by political craft, but the one which 
Christ brought to us, when he said: ‘Peace I leave with 
you: My peace I give unto you: not as the world giveth 
do I give unto you.’ 

“And the agreement between the States and the differ- 
ent classes, that may be evolved, by men, cannot last nor 
have the strength of a true peace, if it is not founded on 
the tranquility of spirits, that in its turn can only exist 
when the passions fomenting all kinds of discord are kept 
in leash, ‘From whence are wars and contentions among 
you?’ asks the Apostle St. James, ‘Are they not hence, 
from your concupiscences, which war in your members?” 
Well then, to order man interiorly, so that he may not be 
the slave but the master of his passions, and in turn be 
obedient and subject to the divine will, in which order uni- 
versal peace is founded, this is the effect of the virtue of 
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Christ, showing itself admirably efficacious in the fami 
of Franciscan Tertiaries. 

“Since, then, this order proposes, as We have said, 
guide its members to Christian perfection, although the 
be involved in the solicitudes of the world—because 
state of life is incompatible with holiness—if they are ma 
who live according to this rule, it follows that they 
incite all the others among whom they live, not only

Whereupon, keeping theg 
selves as apart as possible from the spirit of the worl 
they will try to make the spirit of Jesus Christ penet 
the common life on every occasion. 

“Tf we consider carefully, there are at present two p 
sions prevailing in this incredible perversity of customg 
the unbounded love of ‘riches and an unquenchab!s thi 
for pleasure. Thence comes the shame of’ our age, th 
while progressing unceasingly in the conveniences 
comforts of life, nevertheless in what concerns the duty 
living uprightly—which is far more important—it see 
eager to hurry back to the corruption of paganism. Af 
in truth, the more men lose sight of the eternal goods p 
pared for them in heaven, the more are they attracted 
wards the perishable ones; and once they are sinfully be 
towards earth, every virtue in them easily becomes exting 
so that, nauseated by everything spiritual, they only co 
the intoxication of vulgar pleasures. And We geners 
observe that, while on one side there is no moderation 
accumulating riches, on the other is wanting that resign 
tion of old times to suffering the discomforts that acco 
pany poverty and misery, and while between the proletz 
and rich the fierce fight We spoke of is raging, the avé 
sion of the need is sharpened by the immoderate luxt 
of the many, united to a brazen licentiousness, 

“On this point we can never deplore enough the bli 
ness of so many women of all ages and conditions, w 
infatuated by the ambition of charming others, do not } 
ceive how foolish are certain modes of dressing, with 
they not only excite the disapproval of honest people, 
what és worse, offend Our Lord. And in these cloth 
—that a short time ago, even they would have reje 
with horror as unbecoming to Christian modesty—they 
only present themselves in public, but are not 
ashamed, thus indecently dressed, to enter the chure 
to assist at sacred ceremonies, and to bring even to 
Holy Table, where they ought to go to receive the Dit

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A CHANCE TO HELP SOME LITTLE ONES OF CHRIST 
IN GERMANY 
(Translated from the German) 
To the Editor of THE LAMP: 

Through the mention of a good German American girl I 
received your address, with the assurance of receiving a 
friendly hearing and a helping hand. 

So I permit myself with full confidence to give a little 
picture of our needs, with the heartfelt plea, for the love of 
God, and to His Greater Honor, to ask your aid in our behalf. 

My description is simple and void of exaggeration. 

We are three Sisters of the Congregation of the Daughters 
of the Most Holy Redeemer. 

Our Motherhouse is in Wurzburg, Eberachergasse No. 6. 
The Branch, which we three Sisters in the city of Bruckenau 
conduct, is an institution for small children, in which 60 or 
70 children are supported daily. Each child pays each week 
half a mark. It happens that some cannot pay the nominal 
fee, as of course there is in the whole country the high prices 
of living which strongly threatens the life of the entire fam- 
ily. Consider, for example, that an active boy wished from 
his teacher for the Christchild a loaf of bread. Our children 
are mostly of the poor families and somewhat underfed, still 
we have not the wherewithal for furnishing the nourishment. 
But we wish to help if the possibility is granted us. Perhaps 
among the Readers of your paper there are good people, who, 
for the love of the Saviour, will gladly give a mite toward the 
so poor German children, who are likewise the sacrifice 
for the sins of the adults. May God's Will be done! 

Another ‘need is the small room in which the children are 
kept. The room is 7 metres long and 4.3 metres wide, and has 
held as many as 100—110 children; most keenly the War 
shortage is felt. 

We face the necessity of building an addition to our little 
house, which was intended to be done just at the beginning 
of the War, later we hoped for better times. Yet—better it 
will not become; Worse it is becoming always! ‘Now we in- 
tend to begin at the commencement of Spring. We have 
placed this matter in the hands of the good St. Joseph so con- 
fidingly that I hope that he will be to us a fatherly advocate 
over the sea, and our Intercessor. 

I do not wish to tire you more, but please state according 
to the wish of the donor the intention of the alms; if any of 
it should be for the Sisters, it should be so stated. Yet we 
are gladly poor !—As long as our dear Little Ones are assisted 
all is well. We also direct a trade school, which has to be 
conducted out of the house for lack of room. 

In the happy hope of finding generous and early help, hearty 
thanks is already extended and a prayerful ‘God Reward You’ 
as well as devoted and sincere greetings.

THE “FRIENDS” APPEAL FOR DISARMAMENT 
To our fellow Christians in the United States: 

The Philadelphia Yearly Meeting of the Religious Society 
of Friends in session from Third Month 28th to Fourth 
Month lst, 1921, makes a solemn appeal to all Christians of 
the United States to do their utmost at the present time to 
bring about disarmament. We urge as an act of loyalty to 
Christ - that Christians individually and through their 
Churches and other corporate bodies, bring all possible in- 
fluence to bear upon the President of the United States and 
his Cabinet to call without delay, an International Conference 
for the Limitation of Armaments, and also upon Senators 
and Congressmen to posfpone consideration of military and 
naval appropriations, and to make disarmament and the es- 
tablishment of world peace the most vital issue of the new 
Congress. 

Since the Armistice our Government has spent largely for 
war costs, almost $1,000 for every family in the United States. 
More than four billion dollars have been appropriated for 
this year. Of this amount 68 per cent pays the expenses of 
past wars, 20 per cent for future wars and 12 per cent remains 
for constructive work. 

General Pershing said in New York Twelfth Month 29, 1920: 

“The world does not seem to learn from experience. 

It would appear that the lessons of the last six years 

should be enough to convince everybody of the danger 

of nations striding up and down the earth armed to. the 
teeth.” 

Republican Floor Leader Mondell repenty told the [Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs: 

“If an agreement is not reached for the limitation of 
armaments and warlike expenditures, in thé near future 
the fault will be that of America, as in former days’ the 
fault was that of Germany.” 
Says Herbert Hoover: 

“There is no more inconceivable folly than this continu- 

ed riot of cxpenditure on battleships ct a time when great 
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masses of humanity are dying of starvation.” 

The war is over. During that period of darkness men saw 
their duty in many different ways. But now the duty of all is 
clear. From the travail of the war there has come to mil- 
lions, a loathing of the brutality, and the futility of the whole 
war system; yet we go on perpetuating it. Another war seems 
inevitable unless men of good will the world over, take steps 
to prevent it. 

Has not the time fully come for Christians everywhere to 
unite on the platform that Peace is not a loose garment for 
them to put off or on as governmental policies and complica- 
tions dictate, but that it is a vital, essential teaching of Christ 
to be lived out by His followers in all their human relations? 
To acquiesce in an international policy based’ on competitive 
armaments is to deny the Master whom we claim to be the 
way, the truth and the life. 

The building up of huge armaments means two things :— 
that we regard other nations as potential enemies, and that 
we expect to train the youth of this and coming generations 
to destroy their fellowmen. These ends cannot be reconciled 
with the Spirit, the life or the teachings of Jesus. If we were 
blind to the international situations and tendencies that 
brought on the great war, our eyes should be wide open now 
for the present and the future. If we Christians do not walk 
by the light given us, the responsibility for the failure of 
Christian ideals rests upon us. On one hand lies the road 
to international suspicion, antagonism, warfare, and ruin; on 
the other to mutual interest, good-will and cooperation. The 
emergency is upon us. It must not be evaded. No more real 
and pressing enterprise challenges the loyalty of the Church 
of Christ. 

In the love of Christ that “is full of trust, full of hope, full 
of patient endurance,’ and that never fails those who really 
practice it, the Society of Friends would unite with their fel- 
low Christians everywhere in accepting the challenge of the 
present world need, and in establishing without delay a na- 
tional policy that recognizes God as our Father, and all men 
as our brothers. .

The problem of reunion between East and West is discussed 
from the historical point of view. The problems involved in 
a Catholic-Protestant reunion and in reunion between Angli- 
Presbyterians, and Free Churchmen are set forth in 
detail. The author suggests we should enquire rather how 
we came to differ than what we differ about. There is no 
attempt to gloss over the evils that were prevalent at the 
eve of Reformation, but it is made very evident that they 
were rather disciplinary than doctrinal and any over emphasis 
exaggeration or quaint theories of doctrines by individuals

here and there within the Church was due to, rather than 
the cause of the worldliness prevailing. To quote from 
page 161: “All thinking men at the time of the Reformation

Protestant reunion. As Catholics we do not deny that in 
places serious scandals existed. Nor do we deny that there 
was urgent need of a reformation. (Note: Catholics admit 
abuses, but deny that they were so widespread or so serious 
as is commonly asserted. The problem of evil within the 
Church is discussed from the Catholic point of view in Essay 
VIL). Neither do we repudiate all that the reformers taught: 
Nor yet again do we assert that the methods of reforming 
discipline which were adopted by Zwingle & Calvin are hope- 
lessly irreconciliable with Catholic principles. The sole point 
upon which we are utterly and irredeemably intransigent is 
the question of faith. There we claim that the Protestant 
remedy was radically wrong. It not only did no good, but 
it did unmeasurable harm. It was discipline, and matters 
connected with discipline that were in need of reform, not 
faith. Tf Protestants would only be brought to recognize this 
and so ‘to set right the fundamental mistake which the reform- 
ers made, by restoring the faith that they destroyed, reunion 
between the. “Churches that, the Reformation tore asunder,

The 
reformers assumed, as Protestants assume to- 
day, that Catholic doctrine was the source of the unright- 
eousness which it was their primary aimms to get rid of.”

THE CALL TO UNITY—By William T. Manning. The 
MacMillan Co., New York. $2.00. This small volume con- 
tains four lectures delivered at Kenyon College last May en- 
titled “The Call to Unity,” “The Present Outlook for Unity,” 
“The Approach to Unity” and “The Call to the Anglican Com- 
munion.” Doctor Manning, late Rector of Trinity Church and 
now Anglican Bishop-elect of New York stands foremost 
among the men who are laboring incessantly for Church 
Unity. Moreover, the Bishop is representative of the so- 
called Anglo-Catholic wing of the movement. In a delightful 
literary style he sets before the reader the present sad effects 
of our divisions at home and in the Mission Field, the obs- 
tacles that appear to forbid a happy remedy, and next the 
present movements toward reunion and the best methods of 
fostering the same on the so greatly to be desired end—- 
Reunion. While not able to agree with everything in this 
interesting book we think that our brethren of the separation 
will find it very useful and suggestive. On page 21 we find 
this glowing message from the great Apostle to the Gentiles: 
“No one has ever urged the call to unity and its claim upon 
all Christians with such power, and passion, as St. Paul does, 
If the great Apostle were now here with us in the flesh there 
is no question as to what his counsel would be to us. In the 
confusion and weakness of our disunity his words come to 
us today as a ringing challenge: “I hear that there be divi- 
sions among you.” “Is Christ divided?” “Mark them which 
cause divisions.” “I beseech you brethren by the name of 
our Lord, Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you.” For as the body is 
one and hath many members, but all the members of the 
body, many though they be, are one body, so also is the 
Christ: for by one spirit haye we all been baptized into one 
body.” But we are referred to a greater than’ Saint Paul in 
these fine strong words: “To all who believe in Christ as 
the Redeemer and Lord of himan life, the one and only Sav- 
iour of the world, the present situation is an intolerablée’one. 

It is Christ’s will that is thwarted, it is Christ’s power’ that 
is circumscribed, it is Christ’s promises that are discrédited 
by the present condition of His Church. Our division’ are 
not only waste and loss and weakness; they aré Sin.” 

An appendix contains all the notable legislation or proposals 
looking toward unity set forth by the Anglican Church, from “ 
the so-called “Quadrilateral’ of many years ago up to the 
Declaration on the Reunion of Christendom of the Lambeth 
Confetence in August of last year. 
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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY MEETING AT 
GENEVA, SWITZERLAND OF THE WORLD CONFER- 
ENCE ON FAITH AND ORDER IN AUGUST, 1920—The 
Report closes with the following words: 

For a week the pilgrims were in conference in Geneva. 
Differences of thought were sketched in clear outline nor did 
any immediate reconciliation appear on the horizon, but 
never was there a word of harshness or self-will. The com- 
mon conviction at the center of being, was the difficulties 
boldly exposed and openly met, were the only difficulties in 
a fair way to settlement. What appear as contradictions 
have, as the secret of their strength, riches of being which, 
when at length put into harmonious relation to the whole of 
God’s scheme, will be revealed as supplementary elements 
necessary to perfection. The study of the Church as it exists 
in the mind of God, of what we mean by unity, of the sources 
of the Church's inspiration, of the best expression in language 
of a living faith, occupied the prayers and thoughts of the 
pilgrims during the Conference, and for a long time to come 
will cotninue to occupy them. Faith first and then Order. 
The inner principle of life, the ideal, and then the mode of 
propagating and protecting by organic self-government of 
what is within... . . 

The pilgrims go home with added inspiration, conviction 
and responsibilty. No one departed unmoved. What an- 
other decade will bring forth in this movement who can say? 
But it is in the hands of God from Whom it came and to 
Whom it belongs. It is ours only as far as we recognize it 
to be His. Directly and indirectly it has already reached far. 
Its possibilities are measuerd only by our willingness to 
explore them. They will be realized fully if we pilgrims 
continue to aim to do our little share as God, whose co- 
workers we are, does His great share. Some day there will 
be one flock under one Shepherd. We pilgrims register our 
active belief in this fact and purpose to pursue our journey 
until we reach the Heaven where we would be.

This 
is a notable book, the Catholic Times in its review by Canon 
William Barry, calls it an “Oxford Manifesto.” The brief but 
excellent Preface is by the Editor, Father Cuthbert. There 
follows ten chapters; three by Father Martindale; two each 
by Father Cuthbert and E. I. Waktins, M. D., the remaining 
three by Rev. Ronald Knox, Father D’Arcy, S. J. and Christ- 
opher Dawson, M. A. These notable university men cannot 
be passed over in silence, Oxford, always ready to recognize 
intellectual power and influenced by it profoundly, will attend 
to these new voices proclaiming not a novelty, but the old 
faith that laid the foundations and raised the walls of her 
ancient buildings. Verily, it would seem that the gray stones 
of her walls must cry ottt in joyous witness: “They speak 
the truth, it is the same, we know no other.” With Protest- 
antism crumbling the world over and German philosophy 
discredited, it may be that England as in St. Gregory’s day 
will once more listen to the presentation of an ancient and 
vast system, yearly stronger in its eternal youth, The Central 
tradition of Christianity. No small value attaches to such a 
rendering of Catholic theology into English by Englishmen 
and English scholars.

Rationalism in its various schools of 
thought, the present position and the causes of the failure of 
German exegesis, are all touched upon, making the book more 
technical and less of the popular type that distinguishes the 
English work named above. 

PSYCHOLOGY AND NATURAL THEOLOGY—By Owen 
A. Hill, S. J., Ph. D., The Macmillan Co., New York. $3.00, 
The Preface tells us that this volume is the result of years of 
experience in the Class-room. “All the matter is done into 
set and concise these, and the scholastic method of present- 
ment strictly adhered to Phychology and Natural Theology, 
all the metaphysics of Senior Year in Jesuit Colleges, are 
combined in the one volume. Questions are thoroughly ex- 
plained, without sending the pupil to other sources of in- 
formation.
